Missing Counties Are Ex- 
pected to Be for Swanger 
—Much Heavier Vote Cast 
by Republicans Than in 
1912 Primary. 


(Chairman Hukreide, Who 
Supported Swanger, Be- 
lieves Lamm Has Won 
Nomination by 10,000. 


Gardner’s Plurality  Esti- 
mated at 40,000 — Demo- 
cratic Vote Lighter Than 
Four Years Ago. 


On returns tabulated this morning, 


which included no returns from 37 coun- 


ties, former Judge Henry Lamm was 
Shown to have received in the city of 
St. Louis and 77 counties, .75,172 votes 
for the Republican nomination for Gov- 
@rnor, and his leading opponent, John 


EB. Swanger, 53,361 votes, showing Lamm 
fn the lead by 21,511 votes. 

Chairman T. W. Hukreide of the Re- 
publican State Committee, who support- 
ed Swanger, said this morning that the 
returns indicated to him that Swanger 
had been defeated by Lamm, whose 
Majority over Swanger he estimated at 
10,000. 

The outstanding 37 counties in the 1912 
primary cast a total of 20,836 Republican 
votes. 

The total of Republican votes tabu- 
lated is 147,782, which is 2548 more 
than were cast in the entire state in 
the 1912 primary. These figures show 
that the Republican vote this year is 
Much larger than it was in the 
last state primary, and that, instead 
of there being only 20,836 votes in 
the counties to be heard from, there 
may be as many as 25,000. 

28,000 Votes May Be Out. 

In addition to this the returns are 
not complete in all the 75 counties 
heard from. Thus the Republican 
vote may be increased from 2000 to 
2000 in these counties. If it is, there 
is a possibility that the Republican 
vote outstanding may be 27,000 or 
28,000. 

On this basis Swanger to overcome 
Lamm’s lead must get approximately 
25,000 of 28,000 votes to be received. 

In the early returns Lamm had a lead 
Of 33,681 votes in the city of St. Louis, 
St. Louis County, Buchanan County and 
Jackson County. In 82,963 votes tabulated 
outside of the city and these three coun- 
ties Swansger has been able to cut 
Gown Lamm’s lead only 12,170. 

The counties from which returns have 
mot been received on Lamm and Swang- 
er are Barry, Bollinger, Cedar, Dent, 
Douglas, Gentry, Hickory, Howell, 
Tincoln, McDonald, Madison,

It is believed that a majority of the 
@utstanding counties are Swanger coun- 
Ries, most of them being remote from the 
larger cities. Swanger's strength gener- 
ally has been in such counties as those 
to be heard from. 

Lamm Seema the Victor. 

The situation is that on the face of 
the returns Lamm appears to have 
been nominated, but there is an outside 
possibility of strong Swanger gain which 
may affect the result. This possibility 
is not sufficiently strong to arouse 
much hope among the Swanger forces, 
but they have not conceded the nom- 
ination of Lamm. 

Lamm’'s supporters in St. Louis con- 
tend there is no doubt of his nomina- 
tion. They say Lamm has been run- 
ning much stronger in the country than 
they had anticipated and that there is 
mo reason to believe that in the coun- 
338 not tabulated he will go much be- 
low his average vote in the remainder 
of the State. They point to the fact 
that Swanger has gained only 12,000 on 
Lamm in 83,000 votes, and contend that 
it is not possible for him to gain 26,000 


more in 28,000 vates. 2 
The nomination of Fred D. Gardner on 


the Democratic ticket is assured, and 
telegrams have been received at his St. 
Louis headquarters from his opponents 
congratulating him. His plurality is es- 
timated at about 40,000. 

Democratic Vote Light. 

From the returns reported the Demo- 
cratic vote appears to be less than it 
was in the 1912 primary, when 225,387 
votes were cast for Democratic candi- 
fates for Governor. Only 183,735 had 
been tabulated today, and the counties 
outstanding cast in 1912 only 12,152 votes, 
which indicates that the Democratic 
vote in the primary probably will not 
be above 200,000.

Year’s Figures for 98 Roads Show 
$190,000,000 Gain. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Net reve- 
nues of 93 large railroads of the 
tnited States for the year ending 
with June showed an increase over 
the same period of 1915 of almost 
$190,000,000. The figures made pub- 
lic today by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission showed operating reve- 
nues for 1916 of $1,855,904,227, an in- 
crease of about $290,000,000 over the 
previous year.

Secretary Lansing and Minister 
Brun Affix Names to Docu- 
ment in New York. 


PRICE IS $25,000, 000 


Senate’s Approval May Be Asked 
for at This Session—Serious 
Opposition Not Expected. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—Acting Sec- 
retary Polk announced today that the 
treaty by which the United States is to 
purchase the Danish West Indies from 
Denmark for $25,000,000 was signed in 
New York this morning by Secretary 
Lansing and Minister Constantin Brun. 

The treaty provides for the transfer to 
the United States of three islands—St. 
Thomas, St. Croix and St. John—which 
have been the subject of negotiations 
between the United States and Denmark 
for many years. It is understood that 
the administration will ask for ratifica- 
tion by the Senate before the end of the 
present session, and while there may be 
some objection to the pay, no really seri- 
ous opposition is expected. 

Secretary Lansing, who has been 
spending his vacation at Watertown, N.

Brun.

Polk announced that no details of the 
treaty for the purchase of the Danish 
West Indies would be made rublic at 
present.

FOREST PARK MOTOR BUS 
SERVICE TO START TOMORROW 


Car Operated by City to Provide 
Continuous Round Trip for 5 Cents 
—Will Stop Anywhere. 

The city’s motor bus service through 
Forest Park will be started at 2 p. m. 
tomorrow. For a time only one bus, seat- 
ing 54 passengers and purchased at a 
cost of $4852,67, will be operated, but 
later four smaller ones will be put in 

service. 

The bus will start at the Jefferson 
Memorial, Lindell boulevard and De Bali- 
viere avenue, and will run to the Art 
Museum, the zoo, the Market car line 
at Billon and Oakland avenues, the 
Triple A grounds, Round Lake, the main 
entrance at King’s highway and then 
west on Lindell boulevard to the starting 
point. It will stop anywhere in the 
park on signal. 

The fare will be 5 cents for the con- 
tinuous round trip, but if a passenger 
leaves the bus at any point he must pay 
another fare to continue the trip. Chil- 
dren under 6 years, accompanied by 
adults and not occupying seats, will ride 
free. 

The bus will run on a 30-minute sched- 
ule, and after tomorrow it will start at 
9 a. m. weekdays and Sundays. 


TWELVE RECRUITING OFFICERS 
REACH CAMP AT NEVADA, MO, 


Effort Will Be sad to Add 2000 Men 
to State Militia at Border Mak- 
ing Strength 7000, 
NEVADA, Mo., Aug. 4.—A detail of 
12 national guard officers assigned to 
recruiting duty reached the Government 
reservation here from Laredo, Tex., 
yesterday. These officers, three from 
each of the four regiments, -will remain 
in camp here several weeks for instruc- 
tion and then will be assigned to re- 
eruiting offices in various sections of 

the State. 

As rapidly as men are enlisted they 
will be sent to the camp here, drilled, 
armed, equipped and instructed in rifle 
and revolver practice and then sent to 
the border, where they will be assigned 
to such organizations as may be desig- 
nated by Gen. H. C. Clark, commanding. 
It is expected several hundred recruits 
will be on the reservation here before 
the summer ends. 

An effort will be made to recruit all 
the organizations up to full peace 
strength under the new military law, 
100 men to the infantry company. This 
would add approximately 2000 to the 
5000 already at Laredo. 


BRITISH OFFICER LOSS IN 
15 DAYS OF DRIVE, 2634 


Total of More Than 32,000 Killed, 
Wounded or Captured Since 
War Began. 

LONDON, Aug. 4.—Officers’ casualty 
lists for two weeks from July 1 to 16 
show the severity of the fighting since 
the great offensive began on the west- 
ern front, the British army in the fort- 
night losing 580 officers killed, 1764 
wounded and 290 missing—a total of 2634. 
This makes a total loss of British of- 
ficers since the beginning of the war 
of 9577 killed, 20,220 wounded and 2261 

missing, a total 32,058. 


In the last two weeks of July the 
British army lost 4450 officers in killed, 
wounded and missing, according to un- 
official figures. This brought the total 
for the month up to 7084 and the grand 
total since the outbreak of the war to 


36,508.

Apparently Insists That Discus- 
sions Be Confined to Mili- 
tary Situation. 


POLK DECLINES COMMENT 


Washington Had Suggested 
Wider Range of Subjects Than 
Proposed by First Chief. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Eliseo Arre- 
dondo, Mexican Ambassador designate, 
delivered a note to the State Department 
today replying to the last American 
communication to the de facto Govern- 
ment and announcing the appointment 
of three Mexican members of a joint 


commission to undertake settlement of 
border differences. 
The text of the note follows: 

“Mr. Secretary: I have the honor 
to transmit to Your Excellency the 
following note, which I have just 
received from my Government: 

“Mr. Secretary: In due reply to the 
courteous note of the Department of 
State, dated July 28, 1916, I have the 
honor to say to Your Excellency that 
the First Chief of the Constitution- 
alist army, in charge of the execu- 
tive power of the Mexican republic, 
congratulates himself upon the laud- 
able efforts of the American Gov- 
ernment to arrive at a solution of 
existing difficulties between the two 
countries, and to that effect, con- 
sidering it of the greatest importance 
that a prompt decision be reached of 
the points which have caused the ex- 
isting differences between the United 
States and Mexico, referred to in the 
note of the Mexican Government, 
dated July 4, last, has seen fit to 
appoint at once a commission of 
three’ persons constituted by Licenci- 
ate Luis Cabrera, Engineer Ignacion 
Bonillas and Engineer Alberto J. 
Pani, to whom instructions have been 
given to devote their attention pref- 
erably to the resolution of the points 
mentioned in the previous note of 
this department. 

‘‘Licenciate Eliseo Arredondo has 
been authorized to treat with the De- 
partment of State tn the matter of 
details relating to the place and date 
in which the commissioners of the 
Mexican Government should méet the 
commissioners of the Government of 
the United States in order to com- 
mence their labors. 


“TI reiterate to Your Excellency the 
assurance of my highest considera- 
tion. “C. AGUILAR, 

‘Secretary of Foreign Relations.”’ 

“T avail myself of this new occa- 
sion to renew to Your Excellency the 
assurance of my highest considera- 
tion. “E,. ARREN DONDO.,” 


The de facto Government apparently 
rejects the proposal that the commis- 
sion consider other questions than tie 
military situation and limits its discus- 
sions to the subjects originally suggest- 
ed by Carranza~—withdrawal of Ameri'i- 
can troops from Mexicoj formulation of 
a protocol to cover future operations 
against bandits and investigation of in- 
terests which may have promoted bor- 
der raids. 

Whether this will be satisfactory to 
the United States Government has not 
been indicated. The note was in Span- 
ish and when he went to today’s Cabi- 
net meeting Acting Secretary Polk 
declined to discuss it until an officla: 
translation could be made. 

If it is accepted the next step will be 
negotiations between Mr. Polk and Mr. 
Arrendondo to fix the time and place 
for meetings of the commissioners. 
President Wilson already has under 
consideration a score of names suggest- 
ed for the American membership. 

Confidence that an early solution of 
pending difficulties would be reached 
was expressed by Arredondo after leav- 
ing the State Department. He said he 
expected to reach an agreement with Mr. 
l'‘olk by tomorrow as to the conference 
date and place, and that thereupon 
he would wire the Mexican commission- 
ers with the expectation that they would 
be here in at least 10 days. He said 
Asbury Park, N..J., or Old Point Com- 
fort, Va., probably would be selected. 


Carranza’s Commilasioners Expected 
to Start Soon for VU. &S. 
MEXICO CITY. Aug. 4.—The departure 
from Mexico City for the United States 
of Luis Cabrera and Alberto Pani, who 
with Ygnacio Bonillas have been select- 
ed to reach a settlement with the Unit- 
ed States commissioners of the questions 
at issue between the two countries, will 
not be long delayed, according to the 

general belief here. °

The Letimbro carried a crew of 57 
and her passengers numbered 113, It is 
believed that a large number of them 
‘lost their lives.

NAVAL ‘PART OF

Admiralty Lord Says Jutland 
Battle Marked Turn in 
Tide of Conflict. 


GERMAN FLEET IMPOTENT 


English Troops Pouring Into 
France May Be Enough for 
Land Victory, He Says. 


LONDON, Aug. 4—The First Lord of 
the Admiralty, A. J. Balfour, has ts- 
sved a statement for publication, in the 
course of which he says: 


‘The second anniversary of the Brit- 
ish declaration of war provides a fitting 
opportunity for a brief survey of the 
naval situation. The consequences, 
material and moral, of the Jutland bat- 
tle cannot be easily overlouked; an al- 
lied diplomatist assured me that he 


war. The tide, which has long ceased 
tu help our enemies, began from that 
moment to flow strongly in our favor. 

“Before the Jutland battle, as after, 
the German fleet was imprisoned. The 
battle was an attempt to break the 
bars and burst the confining gates. It 
failed, and with its failure the high 
seas fleet sank again into impotence, 

Britain Still Commands Sea. 

“The Germans claim Jutland as a vic- 
tery, but in essence they admit the 
contrary, since the object of a naval 
battle is to obtain command of tbe 
sea, and it is certain that Germany has 
not obtained that command whilst 
Great Britain has not lost it. 

‘The Gesmans themselves will admit 
the increasing difficulty of importing 
raw materials and foodstuffs and of 
exporting their manufactures; hence the 
violance of their invectives against 
Great Britain.”’ : 

Mr. Palfov> argues that if they had 
felt thernse)ve, on the way to maritime 
equality the Germans would not have 
so loudly advertisted the Deutschland 
incident, 

As further proof of the ‘“‘impotence’’ 
ot the German fleet, he points to the 
ever increasing flow of men and muni- 
tions from England across the channel 
t»> France. 

“It has reached colossal proportions,” 
he says, “its effect on the war may 
well be decisive.’’ 

What War Maps Show. 

The first lord refers to German ex- 
ortations to look at the map and see 
the extent of German successes and 
says: 

“That depends on what maps you 
take. Even the map of Europe shows 
an ever shrinking battle line. But 
look at the map of the world. All of 
Germany’s colonies are gone except 
in East Africa, which, even as I write, 
seems to be slipping from her grasp. 
Has the battle of Jutland opened the 
smallest prospect of Germany regain- 
ing these colonies or given a moment's 
respite to the hard pressed colonists in 
German East Africa?’ 

Balfour edvises those requiring fur- 
ther proofs of the value the Germans 
attach to their “victorious fleet’ to 
study the German policy of submarine 
warfare, and says: 

“The advantage of submarine at-/} 
tacks on commerce is that they cannot 
be controlled by superior fleet power in 
the same way as attacks by cruisers: 
a disadvantage is that they cannot be 
carried out on a large scale, consist- 
ently with the laws of war or the re- 
quirements of humanity. They make, 
therefore, a double appeal to German 
militarism, an appeal to its prudence 
and an appeal to its brutality. 

“The Germans thought that to these 
rew commerce destroyers our merchant 
ships must fall an easy prey, unpro- 
tected by our ships of war and unable 
to protect themselves. They were 
wrong in both respects, and doubtless 
it is their wrath at the skill and energy 
with which British merchant captains 
and British crews have defended the 
lives and property under their charge 
that has driven the German Admiralty 
into their latest and stupidest act of 
calculated ferocity—the judicial mur- 
der of Capt. Fryatt.”’ 

Artaigns German Militarism. 

The First Lord contends that the case 
is not worth arguing; that it is useless 
to do the German military authorities 
the injustice of supposing they were ani- 
mated by solicitude for the principles of 
international law and accidentally blun- 
dered. 

‘What blunderers they aré!’’ he says. 
“They know how to manipulate ma- 
chines, but of managing men they know 
less than nothing. Small is their knowl- 
edge of our merchant seamen. I doubt 
whether one can be found who has not 
resolved to defend himself to the last 
against piratical attacks. But if there 
is such a one—depend upon it, he will 
be cured by the last exhibition of Ger- 
man civilization. 

“The freedom of the seas means to 
Germany that the German navy is to 
behave at sea as the German army be. 
haves on land. It means that neither 
enemy civilians nor ‘neutrals may pos- 
sess rfghts against militant Germany: 
that those who do not resist will be 
drowned and those who do will be shot. 
“Already 224 neutral merchantmen have 
been sunk in defiance of law and hu- 
manity, and the number daily grows. 
Mankind, with the‘ experience of two 
years of war behind -it, has made up 
its mind about German culture. It ts 
not, I think, without material for form- 
ing judgment about German freedom.”

AT SEA REVIEWED 
BY HOLTZENDURFE 


Chief of Naval General Staff 
Calls Fryatt Shooting Act 
of Reprisal. 


VIOLATIONS BY ALLIES 
Official Says Entente Cannot 
Make Good Its Losses Sus- 


tained at Sea. 


BERLIN, July 31, via London, Aug. 
4.—“‘The naval warfare of the second 
year of the war which envy and a 
spirit of revenge forces upon Ger- 


many and her allies, has passed, the 
chief impressions left by it being in- 
creased by the British terrorism and 
the tattle of the Skagerrak,” says 
Admiral von Holtzendorff, chief of the 
Naval General Staff, in a statement 
to the Associated Press today, mak- 
ing public an account of the material 
results of the second 12 months of the 
war from a naval standpoint. 

“The neutral Powers in 1916,” Ad- 
miral von Holtzendorff continued, 
“were throttled more than in the first 
year by the sea power of England 
and hindered in the justified exercise 
of their commerce, postal rights, etc. 
by threats and violence. The vietory 
of the German fleet over the British, 
May 31 and June 1, therefore, was in 
the interest of all neutrals and all 
those who are dependent on the free- 
dom of the seas. 

“The naval year closed with the 

execution of the British sea cap- 
tain, Fryatt, the chief topic of dis- 
cussion. That is not regarded by 
Germany as an isolated case, but as 
Germany’s answer to what is termed 
the doctrine of armed merchantmen 
adopted by Great Britain even before 
the war and to alleged illegalities of 
which, according to the German 
claims, Great Britain has repatedly 
been guilty during the war. 
“For this reason an important place 
in the review furnished the Associated 
Press on Admiral von Holtzendorff’s 
instructions is taken up in a recap- 
itulation of alleged violations of in- 
ternational law charged against 
British ships, 


Cites’ Violations by Allies, 


“While in the first year of the 
war,” says the statement, “20 proved 
violations of the law of nations by 
enemy merchantment (firing upon 
German submarines, attempts to ram 
them, etc.) occurred, 38 such cases 
were reported in the second year. 
Merchantmen owned ty the allies, 
therefore, during the two years vio- 
lated in the grossest manner the rules 
of international law no less than 58 
times, against our submarines. This 
can be proved up to the hilt. 

“The warships of Germany's enemies 
during the war have violated the law 
of nations in three particularly extreme 
cases, namely, the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, the Dresden and the Albatross. 
Two cases, the Baralong and the King 
Stephen, must be characterized not only 
as violations of the law of nations and 
a breach of the most ordinary tenets 
of humanity, but as common murder. 
Countless cases in which British war- 
ships have violated international law 
in their conduct against merchantmen 
owned by the central Powers or neu- 
trals cannot be enumerated.”’ 

“During the second year of the war 
the British and their allies lost 22 war- 
ships of a total of 266,320 tons and Ger- 
many and her allies 10 warships of 82,- 
210 tons. The total losses for the two 
years of the war are: Great Britain 
and her allies, 49 ships, of 562,250 tons. 
and Germany and her allies, 30 ships of 
191,321 tons. Of these losses, England 
alone had 40 ships of 485,220 tons and 
Germanay alone % ships of 162,676 tons. 

British Naval Losses. 

“The British losses comprised 11 bat- 
tleships, 17 armored cruisers and 12 pro- 
tected cruisers. The battleships include 
the Audacious, the loss of which has 
not yet been officially announced, and 
a ship of the Queen Elizabeth class. 
The cruisers include the still contested 
loss of the Tiger and the destruction of 
an armored cruiser of the Cressy class 
on the night of May 31, which was es- 
tablished by observations from almost 
the entire German fleet, and two smail 
cruisers, in the battle of the Skagge- 
rak. 

“Furthermore,

Coming tack to the Verdun prece~ 
dent, we shall find interesting evi- 
dence. The Germans attacked the 
French first line on Feb. 23. They 
made very material progress for s¢v~ 
eral days, rather more than the An- 
glo-French drive has made, but on @ 
much narrower front. Then came 4 
miarked pause. There was a renewal 
of desperaté effort and material pros- 
ress in March, but it was not until 
April 9 that there was again under- 
taken a wholesale and tremendous 
attack. 
The more careful of European mili- 
tary critics in the allied or neutral 
journals have agreed that the check 
on April 9 marked the absolute fail- 
ure of the German effort to pierce 
the French lines at Verdun, and that 
from that date onward the struggle 
took on a different character and be- 
came siege warfare, and not a pierc- 
ing operation. 

The Reason for the Lull. 

We are all familiar with the rea- 
sons for the lulls or causes in these 
attacks. New stores of ammunition 
have to be brought up. Heavy ar- 
tillery has to be moved forward to 
the new lines. Fresh divisions have 
to be put in to replace those used ty 
previous effort. 
Now it is certain that within a few 
days we shall see another Anglo- 
French effort wholly analagous to the 
German operation of April 9 before 
Verdun. It may be that this will fall 
to pierce the German lines. Then we 
must look for a continuation of the 
attack here along the lines that Ver- 
dun has made familiar or else expect 
an attack at some other point on the 
Western front. : 
Having pointed out the resemblance 
to the Verdun operation, it is neces- 
sary to emphasize the differences. 
First of all, the Somme operation is 
not, like that at Verdun, an isolated 
operation. With no other business on 
her hands at the moment Germany 
turned all her resources against 
France and tried to put her out of the 
war by a sudden and colossal blow at 
Verdun. But the Anglo-French op- 
eration at the Somme is only one 
part of the allied offensive. Thus 
while the Germans have temporarily 
or permanently held up the ‘Anglo- 
French drive at the Somme the Rus- 
sian drive in the East has  Iately 
taken on new power and is again 
menacing Lemberg and Kovel. This 
means simply that the Germans have 
not yet been able to send enough re- 
serves to the east to hold the Rus- 
sians. The reason must be that the 
Western offensive of the allies is con- 
suming too many Germany reserves. 

Now, in the larger view it is of no 
consequence whether the allies make 
progress in the east or the west, so long 
as they make large progress somewhere 
and inflict great moral and material 
losses on the enemy somewhere. Since 
Austria is the shaky member of the 
central alliance, more good may ulti- 
mately flow from successful pounding 
at her than at Germany. 


A Civil War Parallel, 


To take a perfectly fair civil war par- 
allel, when Grant began his great cam- 
paign of 1864 for Richmond, he was 
actually held up and checked by Lee. 
He did not get to Richmond and he did 
not destroy Lee’s army. But he did 
make it necessary for the South io 
strain every nerve to reinforce Lees 
army and left it unable to reinforce 
the armies facing Sherman. The result 
was that, -while Grant in the east ac- 
complished nothing of decisive value, 
Sherman got to the sea and broke the 


NEW YORK CAR COMPANIES GIVE

Tonight on Strike if Demands 
Are Refused, 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4—Whether the 
1,500,000 persons who daily travel on the 
surface cars in the boroughs of Man- 
hattan and Queens are to be inconven- 
lenced by a strike of 5000 motormen and 
conductors of the New York Rallways 
Co. and the New York and Queens 
County Railroad Co. will be known this 
afternoon or tonight. The time limit 
set by the leaders of the street railway 
men’s union within which the officials 
of these two companies are required to 
answer demands for recognition of the 
union and increased pay, will expire at 
3 o'clock this afternoon. 

There is no indication of any inten- 
tion on the part of the companies to 
grant the demands.

A year ago the western of- 
fensive of the allies was a failure, rela- 
tive only, because, while it failed t 
plerce the German lines, it took pres- 
sure off the Ruasian at critical mo- 
ment by compelling thé Germans to di- 
rect attention and reserves toward the 
west. 

If the Russians continue to advance. 
the allied offensive is a success even if 
the German lines in the west hold out. 
It is essential to view the whole field as 
one. It is not that an isolated attack 
upon the central Powers has failed in 
the west, temporarily at least, while an- 
other in the east has succeeded, tempor- 
urily. What is the fact is that the al- 
lies are storming the central Powers 
lines on the east and the west at che 
sare moment, and the pressure on the 
west has prevented the Germans from 
sending the troops to the east, which 
are required to hold the eastern lines. 

The Germans and Austrians are 
outnu.rbered on both fronts. They 
have been beaten badly in tle Hast 
and ! ave s2 far failed to hold up the 
Russian advance. They have been 
able to cheok the Western attack so 
far, but to do it has taken men that 
were required in the East. ,UIti- 
r .timately if this situation endures 
they will have to shorten their lines 
very greatly, either in the East or in 
the West. 

An Offensive on All Fronts, 

Unti! the present summer the su- 
periority of the Germans and their 
allies in numbers and material has 
enalled them to take the offensive 
on one front while holding their 
other fronts safely. They have never 
had the men or the resources to take 
the offensive on all fronts at once. 
But now the allies are able to take 
the offensive on all fronts, forcing 
the central Powers to strain their re- 
sources on all fronts and leaving 
them so far unable to check a suc- 
cessful piercing of their lines on one 
front. 

Actually one battle is going on, not 
man: In this battle the Austro- 
German armies are being attacked 
aive-. the whole line. Théy have suc- 
ceeded in holling at one point; they 
hive been heavily beaten and are in 
retreat on another, This is what the 
foreign correspondents have some-

Rutherford, assistant to the Attorney- 
General, who is conducting the inves- 
tigation. Mrs. Mitchell replied affirma- 
tively. 

Dr. W. 8. Gray, the physician who an- 
gwered the emergency call the night 
Mrs. McDaniel was beaten to death, 
testified that Mrs. McDaniel did not 
return to consciousness after he began 
to dress her wounds, merely mumbling 
a few indistinct words.

1025 CHILDREN HAVE DIED 
FROM PARALYSIS IN NEW YORK 


Forty-Five in Last 24 Hours—4680 
Cases of Disease Have 
Developed. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—More than 1000 
children now have been killed by the 
epidemic of infantile paralysis and near- 
ly 6000 have been stricken by the dis- 
ease. The Health Department's dally 
bulletin shows that the plague still 
continues to gain headway. During the 
24 hours ending at 10 a. m. today, 4 
children died of the disease in the five 
boroughs of New York City and 175 
new cases, the second largest number 
in a single day. were reported. Since 
June 25 there have been 4680 cases, 1025 

of which proved fatal.

Suit against the Frisco Railroad on a 
contract by which it guaranteed an is- 
sue of $1,500,000 of bonds of the Cape 
Girardeau Northern Railway Co., a sub- 
sidiary corporation, was filed in the Cir- 
cuit Court today by the brokerage firm 
of G. H. Walker & Co., and R. H.

IMEMBER OF THE 


SHACKLETON PARTY 
TELLS OF VOYAGE 


Describes Fight With Ice and 
Gales on Way to South 
Georgia. 


— 


LANDED IN SNOWSTORM 


Only Shift of Wind Saved Boat 
From Wreck Almost 
at Goal. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 
(Copyright, 1916, by Press Pub. Co.) 
LONDON, Aug. 4-—Carpenter Harry 
McNish, one of three members of the 
Shackleton Antarctic expedition who ar- 

rived in London today, says: 
“Perhaps the worst facts we have to 
reckon with among the men left on Ele- 


phant Island is that they may think 
the small boat in which we reached 
South Georgia has foundered with all 
hands and that consequently the world 
is still ignorant of their fate. 

“It was, I suppose, one chance in a 
hundred that boat would ever get 
through, and time after time it was 
only by a miracle that we escaped 
drowning. It was only by an act of 
Providence that we were able to make 
Elephant Island at all and the beach 
on which we landed, inhospitable as ‘t 
was, was suitably named Providence 
Beach, 

The Chief had decided before we 
reached Elephant Island that a push 
must be made to the nearest land where 
help could be found, and as soon as 
we got there I was set to work to fit 
our largest boat for her adventurous 
voyage. 

“Tt was a difficult job, but with the 
help of George Marston (the artist),, 
and McCarthy (a seatnan), who made a 
great hand at sewing frozen canvas— 
the most difficult proposition in the 
way of sewing there is—we managed to 
make good. 

“We decked her with sledge runners, 
box lids and canvas and made her as 
seaworthy as possible, but even then ‘t 
seemed a crazy craft in which to sail 
750 miles through ice and gales. 

“The journey was almost worse than 
our expectations. Though we set out 
with a fair wind, that was the last de- 
cent weather we had, and for a fortnight 
there was a constant succession of 
storms and gales. I don’t think we saw 
the sun half a dozen times during this 
period, and {t was very difficult to get 
an observation. Ice was constantly 
forming on the boat and was the worst 
handicap we had to face. One man was 
employed ali the time in cutting the ice 


away with an ax, but we were never free 


from ice, and we had to jettison quite a 
lot of stuff, even the oars, to keep the 
boat afloat. 

“A week after we started, while hove 
to in a gale, we lost our sea anchor, the 
rope being cut by the ice. This seemed 
to be almost the last straw, but Sir 
Ernest Shackleton rose, as usual, to 
the occasion. 

“We are going to get there all right,’ 
he said, when things seemed perfectly 
hopeless. And, sure enough, we did. 
But we were very nearly finished just 
before we made a landing. 

‘We first sighted the west coast of 
South Georgia. It was during a great 
snowstorm, and as we knew nothing 
about the tide or the island we had to 
hold off until daylight the next day. 
The wind was biowing a _ hurricane. 
After a time we found that we were 
drifting onto cliffs. We had to bail 
continuously, and but for the wind 
shifting at a critical moment, we could 
never have put ashore. 

“When we got to South Georgt, on 
the wrong side of the island, as it 1 »v- 
pened—we were just about at the end of 
our water. We were all frost bitten, too, 
but the main thing we troubled about 
was something to fill our stomachs, and 
that we found soon after landing."

Much of the gains were made during 
the last three days, when prices climbed 
nearly 15 cents, under the influence of 
the largest speculative buying seen 
since the big “war market’ in 1914, 

W. T. Hill, president of the J. H. 
Teasdale Commission Co., is credited 
with having made nearly $75,000. Oscar 


profited nearly $50,000. Hill and Lamy 
were buying when the price was ne.~ 
the dollar mark 39 days ago, and traders 
Say they have been adding to their 
holdings ever since. 

Predicts $2 for Wheat, 

Hill told a Post-Dispatch reporter yes. 

terday, when the market sold at new 
high levels for the upturn, that he was 
taking profits on some of his holdings, 
but predicted that during the winter 
months wheat would sell at $2 a bushel. 
He said that with the winter wheat crop 
short nearly 200,000,000 bushels and the 
spring wheat yield being sensationally 
reduced by the present heat wave, that 
the current price of $1.34 for wheat 
would look cheap later, as foreigners 
would have to come to this country for 
their supplies, owing to short crops in 
Europe. In the big market of 1914-15 
wheat sold on the Merchants’ Exchange 
at $1.62% for the May option. 
Other traders who are said to have 
made big Winnings in the market are 
Bert Lange of the B. H. Lange Grain 
Co.; T. E. Price of the T. E. Price Com- 
mission Co; many of the ‘pit profession- 
als” and customers of nearly ail ths 
large commission house firms. Price is 
spending his summer near Chicago, but 
on Wednesday commission house wires 
to local dealers said he was on the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade, dealing in large 
amounts of wheat purchased much low- 
er than presegt prices. One report was 
that Price had bought 1,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in the Chicago pit when the 
Price was $1.23. Two days after this 
purchase the market rose to $1.38%4. 

Lanyon Credit ‘ 

Willtam Lanyon. Sapitaiies ost tnine 
owner and one of the biggest operators 
on the Merchants’ Exchange, is credited 
with having made considerable money 
after being shot in the market when 
prices were much lower. Lanyon, when 
the market began to advance rapidly, 
abandoned the “short’’ for the “long”’ 
side. He told a reporter today, how- 
ever, that he thought the crop damage 
reports from the Northwest were great- 
ly exaggerated for speculative purposes. 
Traders say John T. Milliken, mil- 
licnaire mine owner and grain dealer, 
has not been largely interested in the 
recent rise in wheat, but has been a 
heavy holder of corn. Cern has advanced 
nearly 10 cents recently, owing to drouth 
and hot weather over the crop belt. 
Thomas W. Carter Jr. of T. W. Carter 
& Co., who has been in Chicago trading 
on the Board of Trade, is reported to 
have made a “killing’’ in the recent 
market.

BY POLICE JUDG 


Owner in That Time Must Sup- 
press Crowing by Death or 
Otherwise. 


A bantam rooster owned by T. Francis 
Campbell of 3630 Blaine avenue, was put 
on a 0-day probation by Judge Hogan 
in police court today, after Campbell 
had been tried on a charge of disturbing 
the peace of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Hil- 
ger of 3624 Blaine avenue, by permitting 
the rooster to crow. 

At the end of 10 days Campbell must 
satisfy the Court that he has killed 
tho rooster or taken other means to pre- 
vent it from disturbing the slumbers of 
the Hilgers. On leaving the courtroom 
Campbell said he would rather move 
than kill the rooster, which is his boy’s 
pet. 

Mrs. Hilger testified that since the 
Campbells moved into the neighborhood 
about three months ago, the rooster has 
awakened her every morning. 

“! kept a record,’’ said Mrs. Hilger. 
“It usually started to crow at 4:40 a. 
m., but this morning it was five minutes 
behind the schedule. On July 26 and 
July 30 I kept count and I found that 
it crowed 210 times in one hour. It 
never stopped before 7 a. m.”’ 

Mrs. Hilger described the rooster as 
having “‘a voice much bigger than its 
body.” She said she had asked both 
Campbell and his wife to make the 
rooster quit crowing, but they didn’t do 
anything about it. Mrs. Hilger was 
asked by a lawyer if she had not also 
objected to canary birds in the neigh- 
borhood. Judge Hogan sustained an ob- 
jection to this question. 

Hilger testified that loss of rest, due 
to the rooster’s crowing, had caused him 
to lose four pounds in weight. 

“Don't you think it might have been 
the heat?’ asked Judge Hogan. 

“No, it was the rooster,’’ replied Hil- 
ger. 

After the evidence was in Judge Ho- 
gan said he had lived on a farm when 
he was a boy and the crowing of roos- 
ters never bothered him. ‘Some per- 
sons are different, though,’’ he said. ‘'l 
don't see why neighbors should quarrel 


over such things. Why not put that 
rooster in the pot?’’ 
“I wouldn’t do that,’’ said Campbell, 


‘“‘but I might arrange to keep him in 
the cellar.’’ 

Campbell said other neighbors were 
ready to testify the rooster did not dis- 
turb them.

PLAN ORMILITARY 
DRLS IN HGH 
SCHOOLS QUTLINED 


I.n Report to Board Blewett Rec- 
ommends Training for Hi£h 
School Seniors. 


Recommendation for an optional 
course in military trainifig for boys of 
the High School senior classes and a 
suggestion for a girls’ course in Red 
Cross training work were made in a 
report submitted by Supt. Blewett to 
the Board of Education yesterday. 

President Harper of the board said, 
a few wesks ago, in an interview with 
& Post-Dispatch reporter, that all the 
members of the board, so far as he had 
been able to learn, favored military 
training in the high schools. Other 
members, at that time, announced 
their support of the plan. 
| The United States Government, by an 
act of Congress, has provided for in- 
struction and equipment of military 
training classes in high schools and 
academies, and will furnish an instruo- 
tor at every school where a class of 
100 is assured. 4 

It is hoped that it will be possible, 
under this provision, to start the mill- 
tary wrok in the St. Louis high schools 
this fall. The board and Supt. Blew- 
ett desire that it should begin as 
soon as possible, and have no doubt 
that there will be a sufficient number 
at each of the five white high schools, 
and possibly at the Sumner (negro, 
high school, to call for an instructor's 
services. Enrollment for this work will 
be voluntary. The total of boys in the 
senior classes of all the high schools 
is about 700. 

Supt. Blewett, in his rébort to the 
board, says the expense to tk. pupils 
taking military training + 1! be $21.5) 
each, for two uniforms. The expense 
to the boar! will be the cost of fitting 
up arsenal roc™r, estimated at $1200 for 
each school; and equipment of target 
gallery, $200 for each school, plus the 
cost of providing new rooms in some of 
the schools, which have no rooms suit- 
able for this purpose. ee 

The military work, Supt. Blewett says, 
will be given at such times as not to 
interfere with the program of required 
studies. The Government requires that 
a totel cf 84 hours be given during the 
school year, and the Superintendent 
suggests this division of the work, to 
cover that time: 

Ten drills, individually and by squads, 
without arms; 10 similar drills with 
arms; 20 drills by company, close or- 
der; 20 in extended order; 24 drills in 
ceremonies, advance guard, rear guard 
and sentry duty. 

“In addition,’’ Superintendent Blew- 
ett says, “it is hoped that provision for 
camp experience will be made under the 
general arrangements for a 10 days’ 
camp for the militia, with practical in- 
struction in rifle practice and with pro- 
vision made by the Governrent of all 
tentings, equipment, camp grounds, tar- 
gets and ammunition, or that similar 
opportunity may be offered in the reg- 
ular students’ camp established and con- 
trolled by the United States Govern- 
ment, all expenses of attendance there- 
at, including transportation and sub 
sistence, being met by the Government. 
The recommendation for this camp ex- 
perience is in this indefinite form be- 
cause the opportunities have not as yet 
been made definite by the Government.”’ 

In summing up the reasons why a high 
school curriculum should provide for the 
military training of boys, Supt. Blewett 
says: “The suggestion is further made 
by these facts that there are strong 
reasons for providing opportunity, in the 
curriculum, for a training in Red Cross 
work for high school girls.’”” As the 
Government has made no provision for 
such training thus far, it is not expect- 
ed that the board will take action on 
this suggestion at present. 

The board, if it adopts the recom- 
mendation, will begin negotiations with 
the War Department for the supply of 
instructors and equipment, and will give 
whatever bond is required by the Gov- 
ernment for the care of the articles fur- 
nished.

Edward D. Owen, 51 years old, a paint- 
ing contractor of 8638 Cambridge ave- 
nue, Maplewood, was killed about 7:45 
a. m. today when an automobile truck 
which he was driving was struck by a 
westbound Missour! Pacific train at Sut- 


ton avenue, a short distance west of 


the Maplewood station. 

Owen’s machine was running south on 
Sutton avenue. He fatled to see the

M’ADOO WARNS APPOINTEES 
AGAINST SOLICITING FUNDS 


Circular Calls Attention to Law 
Against Coercing Political Ac- 
tion of Emplovyes. 
WASH..:.GTON, Aug. 4—Secretary 
McAdoo has issued a circular to all 
presidential appointees in the Treasury 

Department, which says, in part: 

‘*Presidential appointees are forbidden 
by statute to use their official authori- 
ty or influence to coerce the political 
action cof any person or body to make 
any contribution for a political object 
to any other officer of the United States 
or to solicit or recelve contributions for 
political purposes or to’ discriminate 
among their employes or applicants for 
political reasons.’”’ 


The oircular also says presidential ap- 
pointees may not be connected with 
political committees that solicit funda; 
try to manipulate conventions or pri- 
maries; act as chairmer of polftical 
conventions; assume active conduct of 
campaigns, or use their position to 
shape the result of an election.

To Make the Streets Smooth. 

Be the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

. Now that the county is going to give the city 
@utoists good roads, why not ask the city offt- 
Siais to improve their streets? Tne autoist from 
the county enjoys the sights of the city, but sure- 
ly does not find great pleasure in going over 
many of the city’s thoroughfares. As I pointed 
eut to the Gravois road people, the brick 
streets are a failure as far as smooth riding is 
concerned. The city has many bad brick streets 
which need to be reconstructed. I would suggest 
that, instead of tearing these pavements up, they 
be covered with a rich cement coating of atout 
f@n inch and a half thick. Clean the streets first 
by washing, so that the brick will be moist when 
the cement is put on. This will make the mortar 
edhere to the brick-and thus prevent cracking 
emd pecling. Where there is a street car track, 
T would suggest that about four or five courses 
of brick be taken up within 12 or 14 inches from 
the rail. This opening I would fill in with grout 
tich enough to make a good key, and from this 
point would taper the concrete cdvering so as not 
to leave an objectionable offset nor weaken the 
fop coating. The object of the concrete key, 
Zherefore, is to strengthen the edge of the con- 
crete covering and also protect it frcm any dam- 
age when the U. R. repairs any of its trackage 
along the course. 

The city als> has many granite block streets 
that would make splendid driveways—North 
Broadway, for instance. For miles this granite 
treet could be improved, as I suggested, and con- 
mect with the beautiful riverside drive which 
takes us to the Chain of Rooks and other teau- 
Tiful scenes along that section of the county. As 
Broadway is today, it is useless as a machine 
thoroughfare.

streets there you will find the biggest traf- 
: Business organizations should not fail to take 
hotice of this progressive elemental influence and 
use it where they can to develop our city toward 
the beautiful as well as the commercial.

MR. HUGHES’ SUFFRAGE COUP. 


Mr. Hughes has the self-conscious air of 8 man 
who has just done something that will cause the 
ladies of the suffrage states to acclaim him as 4 
perfect old dear. It is just possible, however, that 
his indorsement of a suffrage amendment to the 
Federal Constitution will not mean the great num- 
ber of votes which obviously he had in mind when 
he repudiated the statement of his own party 
platform on the subject. 

Ladies in large numbers have been preparing 
themselves for civic responsibilities by devoting 
some attention to constitutional history. The ad- 
vantages of the Federal system are not always ©x~- 
cluded from the amazing range of topics studied 
and discussed in the women’s clubs. 

Some of.the ladies Know the benefits of state 
control over suffrage qualifications. It may safe- 
ly be presumed that large numbers of them are 
familiar with the one exception to state control 
on record and with the results that followed in 
some sections of the country when the central 
Government attempted to force the states to ac- 
cord the vote to certain classes of citizens who 
either did not care for or appreciate the value of 
such vote or whom other classes of citizens did 
not believe to be fit for suffrage responsibilities. 

Mr. Hughes’ coup can help him only in the 
states where women already have the vote. It 
can, of course, get him no feminine votes in states 
where women are still denied suffrage rights. 

Suppose those women voters in suffrage states 
begin to reflect on how it was they secured their 
rights. Suppose they are made to see in stronger 
light the truth that if effort had been confined to 
the Federal jurisdiction, according to the Hughes 
plan, instead of to the state jurisdiction, they 
would not now have suffrage, would not be able 
this fall to give Mr. Hughes any support at the 
polls. 

May they not conclude to let well enough alone 
and continue the plan of effort in the state juris- 
diction, which has made possible the enormous 
progress of the past? 

Mr. Hughes’ idea that his plan will hasten the 
complete suffrage triumph may be illusory. The 
spirit of many recent Legislatures, that the peo- 
ple have a right to pronounce on propositions sup- 
ported by a respectable sentiment, has caused 
them to submit state suffrage amendments with 
small opposition. From this it has been inferred 
that legislative approval of a Federal améndment 
would be much more easily secured than popular 
approval of a state amendment. 

But a Legislature might be much more willing 
to pass a state suffrage amendment on to the peo- 
rle than to approve a Federal amendment for 
which it alone would be responsible. Indeed, a 
change from the safe lines of progress in the past 
might bring such confusion and work at cross 
purposes as would actually injure and delay the 
movement.

The idea occurs to us¥ Why not breed up orangs 
for soldiers, and let them carry on the Buropean 
war? They are the veritable war gods (the car- 
toonists have unconsciously drawn Mars after 
their pattern) and they are not good for much 
else. Heretofore they have stubbornly resisted 
cultural efforts. They mainly cumber the earth. 
and the amusement they afford us hardly com- 
pensates for their trouble. We can ill-afford the 
human lives that war costs, not to mention the 
expensive ammunition it is burning up. They 
would cheerfully do the fighting if it were rele- 
gated to them, and it appears to be a game suited 
to their level, 

With the mutual destruction of orang-outangs 
perhaps war would disappear from the face of 
the earth. 
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WEEEH BATTLING FOR HIS JOB. 

Having submitted to the efficiency test, Hank 
Weeke made a gallant effort to obtain a high 
rating, pronounced the conditions fair and really 
likes the new system. If he wins on a merit 
test the job he has held for a year on pull, he 
would like it still better and perhaps beeome one 
of the most valliant defenders of the efficiency 
princtple. Perhaps he can appreciate now how 
others felt when an exception was made in his 
case. 

How much better it is for him to attempt a 
manly compliance with the conditions everybody 
else has to comply with than to force himself 
on the salary roll through fdvoritism. He will 
think more of his job, if he regains it, will be 
more attentive to its duties, more jealous of its 
prestige and record. 

The efficiency system is an acquired taste for 
the boys who demand jobs on pull, but perhaps 
they will be numbered among its stoutest ad- 
vocates after they get a liking for it—wunder 
compulsion. 
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IMPORTANT TRACTOR QUESTION. 

The claim is made for the farm tractor that, 
after using it in plowing for two or three hours, 
doing more than he could have done in as many 
days, the farmer is less fatigued than he would 
have been using the riding plow drawn by horses. 

But not long ago the Country Gentleman pub- 
lished an article, by an expert, warning prospec- 
tive buyers that riding on a tractor and manipu- 
lating it in the work of plowing-or other farm 
work was no child's play. This expert stated that 
men of middle age or over, even if they had 


driven automobile for years, would find the trac- 


| 


tor too much for their strength and ability. He | 


called attention to the fact that the operators at 
tractor displays were usually husky fellows and 
that the nature of the work precluded the use 
of any others. 

| If this is a fact, it is evident that improvements 
in tractors are needed or new styles must be in- 
vented, so that a farmer may find the machine 
available even when his strength is declining. The 
ideal farm machine will be one that will lend itself 
readily to the man of average strength. A perfect 
machine should relieve the human élement of any 
necessity for muscular and nervous strain. 
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FARES ACROSS STATE LINES. 

Following apparently the rule of its Louisiana- 
Texas freight decision of some celebrity, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission has directed a re- 
vision of passenger rates that place St. Louls and 
Keokuk at a disadvantage with Chicago in Illinois 
territory. 

The rates from Chicago to such territory are of 
course governed by Illinois’ 2-cent law. The op- 
portunity to discriminate against St. Louis and 
other towns just across the Illinois border came 
with the commirsion’s authorization many months 
ago of a passenger rate of 2 1-2 cents across the 
state lines. 

That the roads will be compelled to lower the 
interstate rate is the assumption. However, in 
the Louisiana-Texas case discrimination was 
ended by raising the freight rates of the State of 
Texas. 

The existing jumbled system of rates is a di- 
rect outgrowth of the commisrion order made 
when the railroads were suffering from dimin- 
shed revenues during a period of purely temporary 
business depression. The new revenue provided 
was negligible compared with the confusion and 
inconvenience resulting and the unfavorable !m- 
pression caused on the public mind. 

The St. Louisan who was compelled to pay 
$7.50 for a ticket to Chicago if he bought it in 
St. Louls but who could buy a ticket from Hast 
St. Louls for $5.62, by paying a 10-cent trolley 
fare across the bridge, and who saved proportion- 
ate sums by paying his fare on Western trunk 
lines to the State border and then continuing his 
journey, could find nothing in the system com- 
mending itself to individual judgment. Seeing 
absolutely no reason for it, he regarded it only as 
an illustration of the freak results possible under 
Government regulation. 

No other consequences -of a deliberate policy 
enforced by the commission ever frcemsd so ab- 
solutely irrational. The traveling public’s hope is 
that the present unscientific, deranged, bewilder- 
ing, insufferable system which any other govern- 
ment on earth would accept as a reproach will be 
ended under the new arrangement. 
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When there are votes-for-women women every- 
where, will women really vote for women? 
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‘‘SMOKING MR. HUGHES OUT.’’ 

The Colonel makes no attempt to deny the au- 
thenticity of an interview with him printed in 
Paris in which he is represented as saying that 
the allies are making a mistake in placing more 
confidence in Wilson than in Hughes. 

Hughes has qualities that should recommend 
lim to everybody, particularly tc the allies, 
he says. 

All of which is decidedly interesting and may 
be true, for Mr. Hughes has not permitted the 
electorate to know much about, the state of his 
mind or how far his qualities fit in with needs 
created by current events. But why should we 
have to go to Paris for information about Mr. 
Hughes which must be regarded of special] im- 
portance in view of the factors contributing to his 
nomination and current efforts to obtain for him 
popular support? 

If he has qualifies recommending him particul- 
arly to the allies abroad, why should they be in- 
accurately described at home as qualities particu- 
larly recommending him to naturalized citizens 
from the Central Powers? If the allies are mak- 
ing a mistake in placing more confidence in 
Wilson than in Hughes, are not those hyphenated 
German citizens making a mistake who are plac- 
ing more confidence in Hughes than in Wilson? 

The parlor sport—or shall we say the campaign 
ball sport—of smoking Mr. Hughes out has exactly 
as much zest as it had six months ago. Nothing 
he said in his speech of acceptance changed the 
rules of the game or detracted in any respect from 
its interest. 

Its only drawback is that it seems to be a game 
to which no end can ever be seen. Presumably 
when the polls close in November we shall be as 
blithely engaged in the effort to smoke Mr. 
Hughes out as we have for these many many 
weeks past—and to as littie purpose. 

A BUSINESS SUGGESTION. 

A thoughtful man who means business, and 
signs himself thus, proposes to the Post-Dispatch 
that St. Louis spend the mill tax money to get 
business. 

Would it not be well, he asks, to appropriate 
$100,000 a year for the next 10 years to induce, 
encourage and assist manufacturers to locate 
here? The expenditure of the fund, he adds, 
could be placed in the hands of “a commission 
consisting of three capable bustmess men, who 
would fully realize their responsibility and would 
know that the interests of St. Louis in general 
are of greater importance than @hose of any per- 
son or persons in particular.” 

That the judicious expenditure of money will 
bring new industry to St. Louis, and that the 
money will be spent back in payrolls for the ben- 
efit of St. Louis in general, are propositions no- 
body will deny. If cities were organized and op- 
erated on business principles, if general business 
was an object and concern of the municipality as 
it ought to be, the encouragement, aid and fos- 
tering of great private industries would be a big 
part of the day’s work. Small towns frequently 
“do business” with a factory to induce it to lo- 
cate. Big cities, with a few progressive excep- 
tions, neglect their business opportunities. 

St. Louis has been behindhand tn rivalry for 
great plants which have enriched and built up 
the communities they settled in. St. Louis would 
do well to “go out after business” in a larger way 
than its commercial organizations have done. It 
could well afford to undertake bdusiness-getting 
as a municipality, and well afford to learn the 
great lesson of how to spend money for business 
advantage.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 

view. today, says: 

After having made a show.of activity 
this morning, which was accompanied 
by recoveries in some of the shares 
which had suffered losses in yester- 
day’s erratic market, trading on the 
Stock Exchange later in the day grew 
very dull, and in the afternoon trans- 
actions came almost to a standstill. 

‘The recoveries of the first few min- 

utes after the market opened were evi- 
dently due to repurchases by those who 
did not care to maintain a “‘short’’ posi- 
tion over the week end: but at the 
same time, fresh selling of the profes- 
sional sort showed itself in irregzular de- 
clines here and there, amounting to a 
campo of points in several of the indus- 
trial issues and to fractions in some of 
the railroad shares. 
' “There was nothing resembling a con- 
certed movement in any group of secur- 
ities, however. Fluctuations were en- 
tirely local and aimless, marked by an 
increasing heaviness in prices towards 
the close of the market. 


Railroad Karnings Large. 

Railroad earnings, of which the 
Union Pacific report today was a re- 
markable example, and the railroad 
labor situation seem to be balanced 
against each other in the stock mar- 
ket's judgment, with somewhat great- 
or emphasis laid today on the earn- 


Hien the Federal Government tak- 
ing an active interest in preventing a 
country-wide strike of railway em- 
ployes and with reports that the labor 
ogame gee themselves do not ex- 
Pect such a , the belief is gaining 
strength that a strike will be avoid- 


“That was what the stock market 
most feared; as yet, there has been 
no discussion of the possibility that if 
the dispute is arbitrated the roads 
may .be called on to grant a part 
of the men’s demands. Such an award, 
to be sure, could not compare, in its 
bearing on the roads’ immediate out- 
look, with the damaging effects of 
a bitterly contested strike. 


The Rise in Wheat. 

“More and ore this season the 
stock market is looking to the com- 
modity markets for guidance, or, at 
least, suggestion in the establishment 
of a security values. 

“A sharp decline in the raw sugar 
market today helped to bring about 
some further weakness in one or two 
o fthe sugar stocks, though with re- 
gard to these issues, as in other re- 
cent instances, extensive speculative 
commitments doubtless had a ood 
deal to do with the action of prices. 

“The allied countries have been 
looking to Cuba and the United States 
for the bulk o ftheir anger supplies 
and prices of the commodity have re- 
flected this buying. In so far as the 
advance in sugar stocks has kept pace 
with the rise in the price of sugar, 
the decline in the commodity quota- 
tions was the more «asily reflected in 
the stock market. As to the sugar 
market itself, speculation may have 
had a considerable part in the move- 
ment of prices. There was a recovery 
after the earl yilosses, both in the 
raw sugar market and in the sugar 
stocks on the exchange. 

“The grain markets are waiting 
with a great deal of concern for the 
Government's rep:rt of next Tuesday, 
which, iit is expected, will throw fur- 
ther and more definite light on the 
reports of damage from rust and 
blight. Such reports are apt to be 
exaggerated, but their continual repe- 
tition and the fact that Government 
observers have also reported exten- 
sive damage in some sections of the 
spring wheat belt, have caused them 
to be accepted with a great deal of 
credence this season. 

‘Today there were private state- 
ments of severe deterioration in the 
Canadian Northwest. In a year of 
industrial depression the stock mar- 
ket would have been much more pro- 
foundly affected by the prospect of 
smaller grain yields.
